Mr.  Chairman  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  ny  Annual  Report  on  the 
health  and  Sanitary  Conditions  of  the  Swanage  Urban  District  for 
the  year  1940.  n  r. 

The  Report,  as  directed  by  the  Ministry  of  Health,  is  much 
curtailed,  and  limited  to  statistics  and  changes  which  have  taken 
place  during  the  past  twelve  months. 

The  health  of  the  district  has  remained  satisfactory  during 
the  year,  there  being  no  serious  outbreaks  of  infectious  disease. 
With  the  exception  of  Whooping  Cough  and  Erysipelas  the  notification 
rates  in  all  cases  have  been  lower  than  the  corresponding  figures 
for  England  and  Wales. 

During  the  period  a  new  Public  Sewer  was  constructed  in  Priests 
Road,  with  consequent  abolition  of  one  Cesspool  and  six  Pail  Closets 
in  this  area. 

Owing  to  war  conditions,  action  under  the  Housing  Act,  1936, 
was  limited  to  repair  wo rk  essential  to  make  houses  fit  for  human 
habitation. 

I  should  like  to  express  my  thanks  to  yourselves  for  your 
consideration  and  support,  and  also  to  the  Sanitary  Inspector  for 
his  co-operation  and  the  efficient  manner  in  which  he  has  carried 
out  his  many  duties  during  the  year.

The  results  of  examination  of  untreated  water  from  both  sources  show  the  need 
for  continuous  treatment.  The  pollution  of  the  Corfe  Castle  Source  of  supply  is 
very  heavy  at  times  especially  after  periods  of  rain,  when  the  B#  Coli  (faecal 
type;  content  may  rise  to  over  180  per  m.l. 

The  samples  of  water  taken  after  chlorination  gave  uniformly  good  results,  B 
Co]j  being  absent  in  all  cases 0 

During  the  year  the  Council  had  still  under  consideration  the  works  required 
to  bo  carried  out  at  their  Waterworks  as  a  result  of  the  recommendations  in  the  j 
Consultant's  (Dr#  EW.  Suckling)  report  of  September  1938,  in  order  to  ensure  an 
adequate  supply  of  pure  water  under  all  circumstances#
